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THE CHANGING SCENE, OP UPO. 


Thirtj' years ago, if one had the collosal courage to speak of ’’flying saucers" 
he Was considered a complete odd ball of first rating, and to dare to say that 
they really existed and cane from outer space. , ’.veil this was almost enoughto 
classify him for the " nut house" . 

Even ten years later when the public had begun to hear of so mar^ reports and 
the effect of Geo. Adamski's bocks had started an impact of interest and specu¬ 
lation as to such a possibility. Those who did follow such a belief that they 
were such a minority , hence no one really took much notice seriously of them. 
Then came right on top cf this the announcements of some of the world's leading 
scientists such as Oberth. Tombaiugh, etc who claimed their belief in tae.m and 
of their extraterrestrial source. So it soon became the fashion to be a believer 
and attend meetings. 


By this time however the subject had spread to a widening circle of theories, 
from the serious scientific men. to the pseudo scientific v/ho bragged loudly of 
being " objective" but in practice were far from it. Much of their i.mpalse due 
to a desire to and appear " scientific" and so remain in the upper intelligcncia 
of the social strata, and of course they must NF/ER allow themselves to be mix¬ 
ed with the other types which had sprung up and claiming some wild theories ^ 

THese " other groups" too were widely divided, from the straight out spirituaJ.- 
ists who amazingly had now switched from having Indian guides to " Outer Space" 
men. although there v;ere those of this order v;iiO were genuine the " show pony" 
variety had to keep up with public demand, hence the switch . 

Yet still on thos unusual side to which the " scientific " ? side remg^ined aloof 
were those who strongly avoiding the actual mediiomship and titance state of 
contact, claimed , and did have exceptional types of telepathic experiences 
which had a distinct contra to the spiritists, in that they reception was not 
of being controlled but contact. 

The amazing and continual results of these folk and the messages and instructjons 
recieved by them whilst in. their full senses and witnessed by many. wa,s so in- . 
disputable that it v/as completely im. ossible for them to have the precognition 
of the e' ents relayed to them or the knowledg-e in some cases which w .''3 often 
beyond their own rating of educaf'on . 

Amid all this v;ere those who claimed to have been Contacted physically . by 
spao.e people from many places, some of which v<’S had never heard of before. 
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Undoubtedly quite a few of these took a lot of swallowing, and remain still 
in the files as doubtful . yet there wore those which defied investigation 
especially from, those who set out to destroy their story, and even though such 
big groups such as N.I.C.A.P. refused to touch such or even give them consider 
ation. they still remain today some of the stories as acceptable to a thinking 
person. ( Possible one of the reasons why NICAP e\'’entually failed and fielded 
up as predicted by some. Many have had doubts about the real purpose of !TICAP 
but that is another stroy . ) 

Up to about 15 years ago , most of the evidence with a few exceptions, here and 
there, led most to think that these folk from other realms were at least on a 
peaceful mission. But gradually from then on the increasing number of hostile 
actions, or. hard to explain as peaceful in out terms, have been presented 
to us from all parts of the globe. Some very alarming, some which often it 
was hard to actually pin down to being caused by an actual saucer, but simply 
because it was associated with events which surronded the appearene of one 
the saucer got the blame. 

So many, with' so many different types of action and appearance, ranging from 
actual endangering aircarft and passenger planes, to the extreme of a horso 
" Snippy" being carved up . and Mothman down the Virginia way of the USA.

THE FIRST EARTHMEtJ TO WALK IN SPACE VHIO WERE THEY ? 

RUSSIAN OR AMERICAN.???

W'*^ always thought it was the Russian Astronauts \7ho wlaked in space first, 
until we found a copy of Science and Mechanics da.ted Jan . 1966 . for the v/hole 
story we advise you to get a copy or maybe your local library may have one. 


HOE THE RUSSIANS Pi\KED THEIR 
WALK IN SPACE. 

1. Prom all the evidence available, they used infrared(lR) film to photograph 
cosmonaut Leonov.suspended from wires or cords against a blue background in 
the studio. The wires or cords were also blue, either painted or dyed. 

IR filters *( required by the IR film) subtracts all blue light and so, naturally 
subtracted the background and wires and cords escept for one small portionof 
wire or cord that had been carelessly painted or dyed and subtly reflected a 
highlight from t..e studio lights , but went unnoticed through the printing pro 
cesses. The result was a natural mask, leaving only the cosmonaut " floating*' 
in space. 

2. IR film can also be controlled in dev elopement for either low or high gamma 
- that is , for a maximum contrast . The sharp lighting contrasts that exist 
in outer space can thus be easily faked with IR film tha almost with any other 
film . 

3 . The developed IR motion picture negative was then copied onto black and 
white reversal film, exposed and treated chemically to obtain a clear silhouette 
of the cosmonaut against the black background. This v/as then reversed by the 
film into a black silhouette against a clear back ground. 

4. Matched with a positive motion picture print of the Earth made at an alti¬ 
tude of 100 miles or so v/ith an unmanned rocket born camera . The black silhou¬ 
ette of the cosmonaut acted as a mask to blank out the light. The two matched 

films were then placed over afresh motion picture film, which was exposed by 
controlled lighting. After development, the exposed film w^sa perfect series 
of negative masks - views of Earth below with clear areas in the shape of the 
cosmonaut . 

5 . The ori-inal IR negative film of cosmonaut Leonov with the background and 

wires or cords masked out then was placed against the black and white ne';ative 
film of the Earth with the cosmonaut shape masked out. These two film strips 

were set in the printer so that the masled out portions of each were in perfect 

register. Beneath them was laid another stripof fesh unexposed film . /Jl three 
films were held in register with a glass plate laid flat on top of them . 

As each frame was exposed , the plate was lifted to allow transport of the next 
frame . The result was a master motion picture positive print, with Leonov 
superimposed on a background of the Earth. Prom this a master negative p)rint 
was easily and quickly made, to be filed away in case future positive prints 
were needed. . ' , 
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Russians or USA. first felk in Space? " 

6. The master positive was then tinted blue to simulate colours of outer sp.ace 
and copied onto clour reversal film. The resulting print was a ” col our" posi¬ 
tive motion picture film of cosmonaut Leonov walking in space. 

7 . Colour could not be used originally because of the IR masking tc'canique 
employed. IR film isma black an white film . 

8. A black backdrop could not be used to mask out leonob's studio background 
becuase it would reradiate heat( which is infrared rariation ) from the flood 
lights and thus be exposed on the film preventing a clear mask' . 

9 . Additional proof that the Leonov film could not possibly have been made 
originally in colour , as claimed by the Ruasians , was provided by Charles \i, 
Wycoff, one of America's foremost photographic scientists. " I don't care hov/ 
many generations of prints were made from the original, if the original was 
actually a colour film the final issult v/ill still not look the way this print 
does." Ke was referring to the Russian fira , released officially to NBC as a 
colour printof the wlk in space. " Youcan keep running this film through print¬ 
ers, " he continued ," making copy after c py- and you still won't end up with 
this kind of print . " 

Wycoff also added . " I am convinced that the •riginal was a black and white 
film , because it couldnot be a film like Kodachreme. Iktachrome or Ansco col¬ 
our- or any known colour film . With any of these, a colour pattornwcuod not 
show- whether the exposure was correct or not. Not one such colour p!at*tern s 
shows up on the Soviet film He even explained v/hy a reddish brown stripe 
could be seen along the arm of the cosmon-aut's space suit. Since the original 
tinted black and white film was copied on a multilayer colour film, any of its 
areas dark enough would be underexposed in the lower film layer and show up 
as a rone of brovm or brownish red. This v;as equally true of the lettering 
" CCCP" on Leonov's space helmet . 

10. A constant pattern of relflections that appears on top of all scenes show¬ 
ing Leonov vTalking in Space resulted from reflections off the glass plate used 
in the double printing process, vifhen the cosmonaut wasbeing superimposed on 

an Earth background. This was first questioned by tho technical experts at the 
College of Graphic Arts and Photograpliy. Rochester Inst . of Tech . who voiwed 
the film a dozen times . They felt that a glass window might have been used 
in a special casing designed to protect tho camera from a low pressures of out 
er space and the reflections could have come from the window . They later agreed 
that this was quite unlikely, since it '«¥ould malce a 35 n® motion picture cam¬ 
era extremely cumbersome - and it was known that such protection was unnecess¬ 
ary anyway . 

The Russian cosmonauts theitiselves ruled out the protective casingconcept during 
several press interviews, including tho long televised interviev/ with Prank 
Bouggholtzer of the N.B.C. Leonov explained to Bourgholzer that the camera 
had a lens cover on it because. " V/e were afraid the temperature would influ¬ 
ence the optical system and thus affect the picture . No?/ after we, I left the 
ship... I had to remove the protective cover." The cosmonaut removed the cover 
and threw' it off into space, iAto an orbit of its own . he claims. 

But if the camera had been sealed in a protective casing with a glass window 
infrent of the lens, he would not have been able to do this. 

Actually he never made a mention of any protective casing during all his inter¬ 
views . In fact the pattern of reflection from a glass plate catches him in 
his own lies the evidence shows that he was not photographed in outer space 
but under glass.

* Leonov was suspenddd from w'ires or strings, much in a manner of Peter Pan 
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Falk in Spaco ??? ( 3 ) 

as he flies through the air on a stage. With proper stage lighting such vri.res 
are invisible. Yet in several of the Russiaji films episodes, light was re¬ 
flected from a small portion of the wire( or string ) attached to Lenov's 
space suitat just above the cosmonauts centre of gravity. It was barely dis¬ 
cernible . An untrained eye would have missed it. One of the experts noticed 
it almost at once. 

* One cmaera angle was impossible of achievement. Thishov/ed Leonov crawling 
out his hatch into space. Itwas a head on s^ot. so the camera would have ha,d 
to have been located OUT in space beyond the spaceship . 

The Russian Command Pilot. Col. Pavel Belyayev, was reportedly in his own air¬ 
tight canpartment of the Voskhod II - so he could not have taken the episode 
besides the offical Tass News Agency release made no mention of external cam¬ 
eras. other than the one Leonov himself was supposed to have attached to a 
mounting on top of the Voskhod spacecraft . 

* One still photograph( the clearest one ) shows Leonov emerging from his 
hatch standing straight up, his body still halfway inside the spaceship. Th is 
contradicts the motion picture film, which shows him squirming out of a hatch 
on his belly . 

* The black and white stills were photographed in a tank of water, to simiilate 
floating of lack of gravity. Severe! of the experts made this observation . 

* Astronaut Wliite could not keep his legs together in zero gravity. Every 
scene showed his legs spread eagled apart. Cosmonaut Leonov had no such trou¬ 
ble, when his legs came into view, they were always close together . 

Charles W. Wycoff. Sen. Scientific Specialist and an outstanding authority 

in the Photo-optical sciens, ran the film throxigh the frism-editor all mom 
ing, he could hand operate it and thereby change speeds or move backward and 
forward at will. He found many interestinfj aspects only minutes after seeing 
the film . He was absolutely convinced that the film was not originally made 
in colour. ” Because the grain is big, you d-n't find that kind of grain in 
colour film anywhere that's fast enough to have grain that big"(I 965 ) 

I Inmediately I know that this is not a dolour film. It's just a black-and- 
white print that's been made into asimulated colour print. Nor is it a colour 
film that was poorly colour- balanced. It's definately a B&W film that has b 

been coloursd later, you can quote me on that," ho said . 

The thing that excited V/ycoff most, was his discovery of a projection from the 
rear of Leonov's space suit. This projection, v/hich Wycoff immediately felt 
was a highlight refelction from a length of v;ire or string, was apparently u 
under tension. It seemd to be pulled taut and even lined up with a tight 
crease in the space suit, as if it *'eTe attached somewhere inside the suit . 
The v;ire v/as so faint that it could barely be seen on a single frame . The 
film had to be in motion at a certain speed for it to become visble. 

To be honest about it I had never noticed the vare before- I had viewed the 
film dozens cf times . No one else had noriced it. Later when the film was p 
projected on a screen this became alomst invisible. It had to be seen through 
a hand operated Prisim viewer Editor, to be noticed. .. End of quote 


This added to the fact that the so called photo of the Moon's back side by 
the Russians and also that of Mars, being under question as to being genuine 
or much left out. makes one wonder just how true are some of the facts wei're 
supposed to believe, and in truth how many are inde d real and not actual

Tasmania is not left in the cold as far as UFO sightings are concerned. 

We have had some of the greatest Ufo sightings in history hut it is a great 
pity that so many people do not report all of the sightings which they see. 

Cut of all about 45p/c/ are reported but others seem to fear ridicule and 
refrain from making known their observations. 

Because of the apparent lack of sightings this year , people seem to be losing 
interest, foras long as there is something to look at , or be excited about 
Their interest is held . but wanes when sightings fall off. 

Howeverwe shall maintain our standard of reporting, and we need to encoura:ie 
folk to report and assure them that they will not be scorned or laughed at. 
even if their opinions may differ from others, for everyone is entitled to his 
views. 

It only requires often for one person to speak up. and say." Oh, * saw a saucer 
last night. " and another will take courageand say " Oh. I saw one over six 
years ago" and immediately comes out knowledge of a sighting no one ever Icnew 
aboyt , mainlybecause they thought they were a],one in such matters and were 
afraid to be ridiciiied . How often have sightings bobbed up like that, just 
by one person having the courage to acknowledge they saw one . 

Yet despite this there has been a lack of sightings this year in Tasmania. 

Looking at Australia on the mainland.there have been sightings reported. Maybe.? 
they the UFOs are sick of the Tasmanian apathy?. 

I only wish in the future that people hero will make reports irrespective of 
what it might be and let us analyse it. for it is generally sure that one report 
will lead to another . 

Take the Rev. Brownings sighting in i 960 , Ke sav/ a cigar shaped ship with three 
little saucers. 

On talking to him he said.he had recieved five sightings from neighbors and the 
papers ahd published three others . all stemming from his initial report. 

That's really going . Eight sightings coming out of one report by the minister. 

Members of T.UP.O.B. report on the spot as far as I am concerned, and last year 
with the members help weuncovered 65 sightings. These were just in Launceston 
The years dating from 1959 "fco 19^9• 

A few months ago photographs were taken of a mystery object and although they 
v/ere onlya reflection , astronomers in Hobart instantly flev/ at their old game 
explanation left right and centre. Vifhat are they going to prove and I must say 
that these people are the culprits , for dull non-reporting Tasmanians, 

They find a means of explaining away , an^iihing they pick up. 

I appeal then for all Tasmanians and everyone to REPORT EVER'V'THING. Don't let 
them gather mould, and pass off and away. WE ca:.inot know unless YOU tel l us .

So much for them .but alas they are not alone, even many diehards exist in this 
business who.will not agree to to believing in contactees. and despite the ob¬ 
vious hoaxes there are some solid cases which take some thin'ing about . 

Of course the type that get the most kicks are those who believe in the brothers 
from space who have come to help us and are of peaceful intent, this type by the 
way generally hop over the cases of nasty interfering buds which are reported, 
but this group are very much divided amongs themselves.also.

From time to time it can be quite beneficial to compare things with each other - 
as you will ofteh get a more rich and varying picture of the fcatual conditions 
like they appear at the momeit . 

LISAGREBING SCIB-ITISTS . 

Our attentive readers mil have noticed already in the last issue that the spe¬ 
cialists— to say the least - were terribly busy disputing their evaluations of 
the meter readings from both the Mariner capsules and the Apollo results from the. 
Moon . When you read the article " Mars" , .and further out into space" dated A.ug. 
10. 19^9> after that the article. " Mars studues find mysterious region of 
v^ildnerness" dated Spet 11th 1969* thene the scientific conclusions derived from 
the same measurements are verj'' much aprt . Also the study of the rocks and gra¬ 
vels from the Moon have resulted in very different sayings from scientists. 

In the daily press we could read thatthe seismic echo which was brought about 
as.Apollo. 12 sent the moon ferry crashing down of the lunar surface boomed almost 
for ^4 nours. This fact surprised the scientists enormously . The Moon boomed 1 
like a church bell for more than 24 hours as the seismic shock waveswere reflec¬ 
ted from side to side through the Moon's body . In the article " Expert about 
the Moon Wuakers" in this issue of Kontakt v/e read somothiiig else/ 
here it is the moon ferry itself and the gases inside which caused the 24 hour 
long shock waves. First, the metallic mass of the moon ferry would hardly behave 
very differently seismically on the Moon than on the Earth, and Secondly, the 
gases could hardly have caused the " ringing bells ". 

From where did they come- from a luna atmosphere? or, if the exhaust gases from 
the rocket engine caused them, then there must have been immense quantities of 
them . in order to keep the boomimg going for 24 hours. And so the Moon must have 
quite a dense atmosphere to keep those gases hovering so long. In a vacuum the 
gaseous particles would fall down ratker quicklyand lie on the surface, from 
where they would eventually escape onto space- as it couldn't be that you can 
just lay alayer of atmosphere of earthly composition - produced artificially, 
of course- and this layer then stays on the lunar surface, as many " problems" 
would be solved in that way / 

Are our scientists on Earth really so disagreeing inopinion, and if so, who is 
then right ?- Or, is none of them right. If that's not the case waht, then , must 
be explained away? Is it really so thtt every tiny detail which is important to 
the question " Life in Outer Space" must be kept secret at any price ? 

WH.AT THEK . IS THE TRUTH ? 

Let us first look at a couple of minor latters from the daily press around the 
world. In the Belgian newspaper " La Meuse La Lanterna". 21 Nov. 69 . we read 
the following interesting details. 

" the little scientific laboratory v/hich two astronauts ( Conrad & 

Bean -) placed on the lunar surface the day bffore showed the prosenco 
of lunar atmpsphere." UNQUOTE 

We know from offical sources that the pressure in the moon ferry showed.2.5nim p 
pressure of mercury when the door v/as opened to tholunar- atmosphere corresponding 
1/300 of the density of the Earth's surface. 

One of the official NASA frames is HR-8f-3, talien by LunarOrbiter 1V and showing 
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"QUAKES.. NOT ONLY ON THE MOON (2) 

the crater Posidonius* This picture shows a crater with manjr ravines in the bottom 
of the crater. In the middle you find some light sunlight parts, and by a closer 
study you willobserve the ravines in continuation of each other on either side of 
tho sunlit spots, that is, they seem to pass under them or, in ether terms, the 
sunlit spots are above the ravines. You can even spot shadowss corresponding in 
form to the clouds which is what they are . 

Could they be anything else? As they really are clouds the atmosphere must be 
heavier than l/30r of our pressure - at least in some places. Is this really 
concievalbe from a scientific point of view? Yes, because any of us can remember 
that Apollo XI registered unknown radiations and previous Moon shots registered 
a very irregular effect, by the gravity forces which were described as " raisins 
in the Moon ". If the " raisins " are deep craters they can be filled up more or 
less with atmosphere. V/hht an excellentplace to build a space basel The atmosphere 
would even form clouds which could give rain— this again would cause an erosion 
of the mountains and give a soil in which plants could grow. Maybe we will see 
at the end that good old Adamski was ri^t about what he saw on tho Moon . 

THE VOICE FRCM SPACE 

In the same article from *' La Meuse La Lanterna" we can also read another interest 
ing thing. 

" When ApolloXII was on its ?/ay back to Earth Don Lund from Hpuston G 
Ground Control asked Conrad if he had called Ms name over the radio. 
Conrad answered that he had NOT called Lund. Ten Don Lund retorted th 
that Jie was sure he distictly heard his name called on the Apollo's v/ 
wave length . After a moment of hesitatioiii Conrad answered very ser¬ 
iously; " Then it must hate been from another spacesMp." UNQfJOTE 

Let us here add an announcalent from a news broadcasting in the Austrain radio 
on Nov 16. 1969 * stating that the 3 Apollo astornauts had announced that they were 
being pursued by and unidentified object . 

Finally a little tMng . also coming from Austria . Tho newspaper " Kronenzetung" 
relates that Conrad and Bean the day after landing found a stone size four by four 
beneath the moon ferry. If it had been there all the time, whu wasn't it blown away 
by the pressure from the racket engine? UNQUOTE . 

Now wo shall efrain from writing that the official sources are filling us with 
untruths, but why don't they tell the truth •ither . ?. Leif .

it hovered frr approx seven minutes the gradually lowered down from the Tjlanet 
and moved away to the west .

The first indication of this c me from a phone call put to the Editor from the 
local paper asking us information of how to go ab.ut tabbing the reports as 
the Editor of " The Pioneer" put it " There v/ei'o so many folk claimed to have 
seen it. few however who were preared to make public statements. " He however 
published the name of this Society to contact for those wishing to relate their 
observations, from several we recieved to date we put the most convincing one 
which is substantiated by the others who told their strpies. 

Mr and Mrs P.J. Coombs of Renmark. stated t|iat they both saw the object . 
which appeared at about approx. 6.10p.,. in the west . 

Mr. Coombs says. " Wewero both at the point of arrival to our home and my \vife 
pointed it out to me . it appeared to be travelling up like a brigjit yellow 
light, the size of a large plate and then it started to come down and went out 
and left a trail of blackish smoke. The smoke appeared to be of a zig-zag. 
nature. ( Probably wind drift), as the object came dowp ." 

Another observergave an identical description, but the time was 5»45* fo 6.00p.m. 
The size and shapeg;ven was the same and the colour. He estimated the height 
about 1.000 feet but does not say how he made such an assessment . 

The changing of direction hardly fits several knovm phenomena and we are now 
weeking furtherinformation on this case before arriving at aconclusion . 


STRANGE LIGHTS BEU/ILDER MAH . 

A man residing near to Adelaide, rang us and filled also a form in describing 
an unusal sighting of formation of lights, in the early hours of the morning 
onThurs. 24th Sept. His name is withheld on request but is registered in our 
files. He says it was about 1.30 q.m. Tvhen I adrove over the top of a

hillon a main road. He suddenly saw what appeared to be either one large object 
or eight lights dusted togetherThey seemed to be stationarj' on the ground at firs' 
but eventually lifted and moved off to'ward Adelaide which is due wcci; . 

He kept rravelling along in the car keeping watch of the object from several poir'c. 
in his movements . He thought at first it was some Army manouvres. but the lifting 
of the whole series of li^ts upward rul id this out. Also as the lights moved 
in complete unison together it would have been impossible for them to have been 
a land manouvre.for they formed almost a circle according to the drawing suT-j'died 
by the observer . 

He has been driving home about this time for many years and has observed many 1 
lights and other phenoiBHBa and admits he was awe strack and bewildered, as they 
were completely unlike anything he had seen before. 

The colour of the lights were simply bright whiteneither changing in colour or 
position in relation to each other . Total time of observation 3 minutes. 


WEST AUSTRALIAN SIGHTING . 

MR. R.G. Schaffer. 28, of Busseltcn a farmer . reported a sighting as follows. 

Date 29 th July 1970 Time 5*55 a.m. Sky still dark dry cold air. with clear sky. 
The object appeared to be solid with a colour of dull grey as seen through the 
wind shield of his car His car radio continued to play without interference. 
Travelling to his employment and within apporx. 3 miles of Busselton when the 
object was first sighted. It covered the roadway . The accompanying drawing is 
given as to what he saw/ The roadwqy being 20 feet wide it filled the space 
He was not sure if it was the front or the roar lie was seeing for it was cono s 
shaped , after watching the object for about a minute it began to rise from 
the roadway at a,bout 2 m.p.h. the passed over the tree tops and disappeared. 

It is intersting to note that a number os such c onical shaped objects have been 
reported from around the world, and thus confirms that the record given is not 
entirely unique and without precedent. .

This books main theme of course is the rocerding of events which took place 
in the Ohio Valley which werebrought about by the appearance of the so called 
" Motliman". 

Actually there is very little about r ;al UPC in it. for the above appearances 
did not alwajrs have any connection with any UPO sighting. "He" just appeared, 
from time to time sc\ring people and sojmehov/ as it often does the UPO got 
connected with his visitations. 


For those who connect te UPos ?/ith. the Inner Earth theory of all sorts of 
weirdies turning up from time to time, well this is an open field for their 
imaginations. 

But Barker does not stick with " Mothman " all the way he occasionax'^.y gives 
a chapter or two to otherodd people whom he calls Mr. Universe. Obviously these 
odd chapters must be taken allegori callyfcr they could not be understo d in 
any other way . 

Of course he also gives a few chapters to actual UFO incidents and these are 
very informative on the particular cases he deals with particularly " Indrid 
Cold ". 

I could not help think how much Barker has changed in his thinking when read¬ 
ing tue book, for as we read in his first book " They Knew Too Much " wo found 
he disregarded such ideas as two forces at work. In fact he almost sneered at 
the suggestions I made to him before he ’.vrote that book on such a possibility 
and deals with this in the last few clapeers of it. 

Then he almost laughed at the idea of any suck . now in this his own book he 
spends the greater portion of it detailing events about a creature which by ho 
means could be called a space man in the same terms as we use it to describe 
the'humanoids which have been seen from time to time and in most cases as re¬ 
corded by those " contactees " as being generally of a non hostile nature. 

Now e are presented with a creature which is neither human or bird, although 
official explanation tried to explain it clV/3,y a,S a Sandhill Crane , an Amei'ican 
crane of greyish like feathers v;hich fitted tho descriptions of mothman as far 
as that went but in other details certainl:' could not fit into the varied 
reports cf those who actuall 3 '’ came in contact with this strange creature. 

Whilst tho book makes interesting reading it ca.vnot be called in the strictest 
terms a UPO book. One thing is sure it only adds further to the so man,7 accounts 
now we .ear of of odd creatures, and regretably which got connected some legit 
imately vriLth Ufo and others far from them . 

Per the students who want to explore all facts then this very full account of 
tho " Mothman Case" should bo read if only for comparison, but if you are one 
of these who only believe in the kindly benevolent space folk and shun to hear 
of any other such forms. DON'T read the Silver Bridge it will upset you .
